B) 20 — 80% by weight of a terpolymer containing from 3 to 1 8 mol% of 
structural units derived from an ester of a carboxylic acid having from 2 to 4 
carbon atoms, from 0.5 to 10 mol-% of structural units derived from a vinyl 
ester of a neocari^oxlic acid selected from the group consisting of 
neononanoic acid, neodecanoic acid, neoundecanoic acid, neododecandic 
acid, and mixtur o o th o r o of T-and structural units of ethylene to 100 mol%. and 
having a melt viscosity, measured at 140^*0, of from 20 to 10,000 mPas.
